That area of the county is 
presently being "hotspotted’’ 
with sterile 
flies to halt fu r­ 
ther infestations, say officials 
at the 
Mission Screwworm 
I .ab "Hotspottlng” consists of 
dropping 
10.000 sterile flies 
each week 
for a three-week 
period. 
According o officials, 
32 
more positive cases have been 


confirmed in Texas 
in the 
past few days, bringing the 
year’s total to 397 
for the 
state 
Officials urge all producers 
especially those in areas re­ 
ceiving lots of rain, to check 
their 
herds 
carefully 
for 
wounds, collect worm samples

Growing up on a farm we had 
bees. Having been told about 
the duties of the queen, the 
workers and the drones, they 
were interesting to watch. (If 
in that day there had been 
television, probably the bees 
would not have been noticed). 
But it was fascinating to learn 
that when the old queen had 
expired 
and her 
usefulness 
served, 
the new queen left 
the hive, followed by the work­ 
ers who surrounded her on 
the Mesquite limb where she 
chose to light. 
At this point, the drones, 
too, had served their purpose 
and either died or were killed 
by the workers When the new 
queen was installed on her 
throne in a new' hive, 
the 
workers immediately began to 
gather the m aterials for new' 
comb and to dress up the new' 
palace with all needed fix­ 
tures. 


We learned that the work- 
past we have not done all 
which should have been done 
to give opportunity for train ­ 
ing more people for better 
jobs. There are those who, for 
some m isfortune or other, are 
unable to obtain and hold a 
decent job but no country in 
history has been so successful 
in creating opportunities as 
has this Country.

er bees would sting and were 
willing to give their life after­ 
wards to protect their queen 
and her castle. 
The drones 
could be caught with the hand 
without injury. They carried 
no stinger and did not leave 
the hive except for a stro’.l 
outside for fresh air. 
Our society 
is something 
like this. It has one criterion, 
namely, 
that the individual 
have a willingness to work. 
Our economic system is not 
designed 
for 
the 
“drones”, 
for the shiftless and for the 
fellow who w-ants to lie abed 
in the morning while others 
are out on the job. 
The great marvel of our 
Free 
Enterprise 
System 
in 
America is that it virtually 
guarantees a reasonable an­ 
nual income to about every­ 
one, 
provided he or she is 
willingly to work There are, 
of course, exceptions. In the 


enacted into law, the citizen 
who chose not to work would 
get a cash allowance from the 
Government. The advocates ol 
the 
guaranteed annual in­ 
come theory contend that it 
is 
everyone’s 
Constitutional 
right, regardless of the cir­ 
cumstances. 
It is not surprising that the 
Old-Line 
Socialists 
endorse 
such a plan because they have 
always been for redistributior 
of the wealth. It is surprising 
however, to find some promi- 
nent businessmen along with 
many of the intellectuals ad­ 
vocating such a proposal. 
Generally. 
it is doubtful 
that the Socialists give any 
heed or consideration to the 
cost 
as 
a 
factor 
in 
their 
reasoning. You would think 
the businessmen, and success­ 
ful ones at that, w’ould con­ 
sider the cost and where the 
money must come from. E sti­ 
m ates of the cost have ranged 
from $2 billion to $20 billion 
a year. This is the difference 
between 2 cents and 20 cents 
quite a spread in estimates. 
It is being proved over and 
over again 
that there are 
those who, knowing they are 


able to extract money from 
the taxpayers, 
choose this 
method as their livelihood. In 
the big cities, welfare officials 
say they spend as much time 
in trying to get able bodied 
men on welfare to go to work 
as they do in trying to help 
those who are really entitled 
to help. Imagine that if every 
chisler realized he never had 
to work again but only to 
apply for the guaranteed an­ 
nual wage, 
how great the 
ranks of the “drones" would 
swell. Imagine, also, the re­ 
action of working men and 
women who must supply the 
money to support the “drones."

ers?” 
To support 
the “Drones" 
would be to steal the rightful 
earnings of those citizens who 
use their energies each day to 
support themselves, their fami­ 
lies. 
their communities and 
their Country. 
With incentive to work de­ 
stroyed, such a scheme would 
eventually create a class of 
totally 
dependent 
citizens, 
vulnerable to the unscrupu­ 
lous and 
reckless politician 
w-ho 
w'ould 
promise 
them 
more and more. 
Like the fellow said, “I am 
working --------- for a guaran­ 
teed annual income and I will 
sit here until I get it.”

AUSTIN, — This is a cru­ 
cial week for the special ses­ 
sion of the Legislature which, 
a> expected neared the half­ 
way mark without coming to 
grip* with any major assign­ 
ments. 
House members were due to 
face up to Gov. John Connol­ 
ly's '‘small bottle" liquor-by- 
the-drink bill 
early in the 
week, followed closely by a 
vote on a S2.500.000.000 budget 
for 1969 state governmental 
operations

But the next morning Clark 
voted for the bill, as did an­ 
other "wet" opponent, Rep. 
Jake Johnson of San Antonio. 


Both men indicated they had 
received assurances from the 
authors of the bill that their 
amendments w-ould be given 
favorable

on 
the floor of the House if they 
would Just help get the bill 
out of committee 
Clark 
and 
Johnson 
both 
w nt liquor-by-the-jigger legis­ 
lation instead of liquor in two 
ounce mini-bottles as provided 
in the governor’s bill.

they said they would go alone 
with the little bottles if they

D avich be­ 
lieves about 250 sterile m ales 
per acre are needed to pre­ 
vent population increases in 
the field being used, so 500 
w eevils per acre are being re­ 
leased under the assum ption 
that half w ill be m ales.

This applies not only to creating 
new crimes but also to increasing 
the penalty on existing crimes, hor 
example: 
A state legislature decreed that 
convicted murderers, while await­ 
ing execution, should be kept in 
solitary confinement

solitary confinement, could not be 
imposed upon any murderer whose 
crime had already been committed. 
On the other hand. a law easing 
the punishment may constitution­ 
ally apply to the past Thus. law 
makers could 
reduce

penalty to life imprisonment, and 
apply the change to murders com­ 
mitted while the death penalty was] 
still on the books 
Moreover, the ex post facto rule| 
applies to criminal penalties only. 
It does not protect you from as-| 
sorted 
unpleasant 
consequences, 
other than criminal penalties, that| 
may be based on your past mis­ 
conduct. 
In one case, an ex-convict whol 
had served IO years in jail wanted! 
to practice medicine But, according! 
to a state law, no one who had been] 
convicted of a felony could do so 
“This law is unconstitutional,"] 
the man charged in a court test 
"True. I committed a felony But ll 
have already served my sentence for] 
that. To prevent me now from prac­ 
ticing medicine would be to add an] 
extra punishment, and that is ex] 
post facto.” 
However, the court upheld the] 
law. saying the legislature was nod 
imposing a punishment but merely] 
setting standards for the practice ofj 
medicine.
